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Parents speak out 
on school problems

Like the weather, everyone seems 
to be talking about Wilmington's 
schools and a potential slide in the 
quality of education, but few are 
doing anything about it. Everyone 
you talk to these days has an opinion 
on the school board, budget woes, 
and cutbacks in programs and 
personnel. There is a sense of gloom 
and frustration, a sense that every- 
thing's not right and will only get 
worse before it gets better. This 
feeling has created a domino effect 
that touches on all aspects of the 
system from the superintendent on 
down. 
The local school system has 
grabbed more than its share of 
headlines in the last year. Teachers

New hearing for dog

Members of the Wilmington 
Board of Health plan to hold a new 
hearing relating to. an incident 
involving a dog owned by John 
Eldredge of Hopkins Street. The 
board agreed to the hearing last 
week after learning their decision 
to only fine the owner was not 
consistent with a prior ruling of 
the board, 

On October 2, two dogs owned 
by Eldredge got loose and attacked 
a miniature horse owned by 
neighbor Dotty Fox. Because the 
female dog, who was part German 
Shephard and part rottweiler, was 
deemed most at fault in the 
incident, the board ordered her 
removed from town and the male 
confined. In addition, members 
warned if there were anymore 
"problems," the male would alse be 
banned, 

Last month Eldredge was again 
before the board because his dog 


had gotten loose and was roaming 
the neighborhood. At that time, the 
board issued a strong warning to 
keep the dog indoors or on a leash 
and fined the owner. 

At the March 9 meeting, 
Chairman Jim Ficociello admitted 
he made a mistake in not referring 
to the minutes of the October 
meeting and also in issuing the 
fine, which he said was not 
consistent with the board's earlier 
ruling. The board should have 
taken action to ban the dog from 
Wilmington since he was loose and 
that constituted a "problem," the 
chairman said, 

Health Director Greg Erickson 
pointed out the board now faced 
what could constitute a legal prob- 
lem since the members already 
made a judgement on the male 
animal, 

"That constitutes your action,” he 
said. 

Ficociello argued that in light of 


Published per-pupil costs 
were incorrect, says Fay

The per pupil cost for the 
Wilmington School System for 
1989-90 is $5,061 not $6,496 as 
reported in the March issue of 
Boston magazine. 

Saying he wanted to straighten out 
some "misinformation," School 
Supt. William Fay told those present 
at last Wednesday's school board 
meeting that the information in 
Boston magazine and several 
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newspapers was incorrect. 

Fay said the information in the 
magazine was based on information 
submitted to the Massachusetts 
Department of Education. He said 
the original report on the 
Wilmington system was submitted 
with incorrect information from the 
principle and interest section of the 
annual school budget. 

The $5,061 figure is the combined 
regular education and special 
education per pupil expenditure for 
all day programs, said Fay. 
Wilmington is reportedly ranked 90 
out of 351 cities and towns in its 
overall per pupil cost. Wilmington 
is ranked with such towns as 
Hingham, Wellfleet, Milton, and 
Somerset. North Reading ($4,797), 
Reading ($4,861), Billerica 
($4,485), and Tewksbury ($4,253) 
all rank lower than Wilmington. 
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“new information" contained in the 
October minutes the board had a 
right to reopen or hold a new 
hearing. He maintained the dog was 

“an imminent threat" to Mrs, Fox

"It would be a shame if some- 
thing happened. We should go back 
and rectify it (the mistake)," he 
said. 

Erickson argued that the word 
"problem" in the October minutes 
implied another attack. He said the 
dog attacked no one but was just 
loose during the second incident. 
Erickson added that reopening the 
hearing could be akin to "double 
jeopardy.” 

Ficociello said the second 
decision was based on wrong 
information. 

“It's our fault for not getting the 
original minutes and not following 
it up," he said, 

The new hearing will be held on 
Tuesday, March 24 at 5:30 p.m. 


No change 
in school 
opening date

Wilmington students will not have 
to return to school a week early next 
September. After receiving input 
from seyeral concerned parents, the 
Wilmington School Committee 
voted six to one last week to retain 
the traditional Wednesday after 
Labor Day opening date of school. 
Only Peg Kane was opposed, 

As a result of the vote, students 
will return to school next year on 
September 9. There had been 
suggestions made to open school a 
week earlier or to eliminate the 
February vacation since the opening 
date was later than usual. The board 
chose to act on neither of these 
suggestions.

receiving a three-year contract with 
pay increases in exchange for giving 
up five of their seven-percent raise 
this year. Financial experts are 
predicting the system will get in a 
deeper financial hole if over one 
million dollars in teachers’ payroll 
is deferred from 1992 and 1993, 
School committee meetings have 
deteriorated to the point that 
teachers and administrators prefer 
to stay away and audience members 
are embarrassed by the weekly 
antics on the board. And the 
competence of system leader Bill 
Fay has been challenged by some 
members of his own committee. 

Though there is much that is good 
in the system, each week the good 
seems to be overshadowed by the 
bad. This perception that the system 
may be facing a decline is very real 
and needs to be addressed. 

Is there a crisis in Wilmington's 
schools? If so, where are the 
problems? Even more difficult, 
what are the solutions? 

The Town Crier has gone to a 
cross section of parents from all six 
schools in town to try to find some 
answers. Of those parents, 78 
percent said "absolutely" there is a 
crisis in the Wilmington system. 
The rest said the situation has yet to 
reach crisis proportions or they had 
no opinion, Though most agreed to 
us using their names, 39 percent 
spoke only on condition that they 
remain anonymous. These parents 
had youngsters in the secondary 
level and said they feared 
“repercussions” in the form of loss 


of scholarship aid or lower grades.

Two of the problems mentioned 


most often were a lack of finances 
and the "politics" and division on 
the school committee. 

Joanne Neale, who has.a daughter 
at the West Intermediate, said even 
though schools are "our future,” 
many residents are unwilling to 
make a financial commitment to 
education. 

“The schools are usually cut off at 
the pass and fighting for every 
dime. It's always a battle for the 
schools to get their money," she 
said. 

"The bottom line is there's a lack 
of money," agreed Gail Ollila, a 

it who serves on the Wildwood 
School PAC. Though she deplored 
proposals to cut the athletic budget 
and other programs, Ollila was not 
in favor of asking teachers to give 
up their raises to solve the problem. 
A few parents agreed with Ollila 
that the teachers deserve their 
salaries. 

One parent who disagreed,and 
there were others, was Shawsheen 
PAC President Bonnie Smith. 
Smith's husband is a town 
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employee. 

"Giving up their raise was the 
right thing to do in these times," 
said Smith, adding that the union 
should not have pushed for a 
successor contract. 

Cathy O'Rourke co-chairs the 
Woburn Street School PAC. She 
feels all towns are facing the same 
financial crisis, O'Rourke said she is 
angered by the fact that the money 
raised by her PAC will now be used 
to "pick up the slack" instead of for 
student enrichment activities and 
trips. 

Karen Whitfield is a parent volun- 
teer in the North Intermediate and 
Wildwood School libraries. She 
kids that what the schools need most 
is a "philanthropist." Whitfield is 
saddened by the trickle down effect 
of no funds which she says impacts 
staff, enlarges classes to the point 
that some classes are now out of 
control, and threatens good pro- 
grams and libraries as well.

"It's hard to believe they can run 
an effective program without libra- 
ries," she said. Maureen Taylor, a 
parent. from the Woburn Street 
School, bemoaned the loss of health 
programs in the lower grades 
saying Project Charlie is "a priority 
with me," 

One father took a different view. 
He said, instead of throwing money 
at the problem, school officials 
would be wise to utilize to the full 
present resources like -computers 
and libraries and keep quality 
programs already in existence. 

Janine Gaudreau, a former educa- 
tor who is pursuing a course of 
study in another field, maintains 
there is a crisis of confidence. She 
said not only do parents lack 
confidence in teachers and vice 
versa, but more important, the 
public lacks confidence in the school 
committee to get the job done, 

At least four parents used the same 
word — bickering — in reference 
to the school board. Another called 
on the committee to "get its act 
together.” 

"They're bickering like wet hens 
and roosters over personality con- 
flicts," claimed Pam Lecesse, who 
watches the meetings on cable TV. 
"They're not accomplishing a thing; 
their arguments are wasting my 
time," said Lecesse, the mother of a 
sixth grader at the West. 

Many parents charged that both 
committeemen and administrators 

are using scare tactics and "crying 
wolf" over budget cuts. These are 
things that lead to a lack of 
credibility and an apathetic public, 
they said. 

"I am tired of reading the black- 
mail in the paper. Do away with 
this, do away with that, All it does is 
turn me off," said one high school 
parent. 

Another parent with a child at the 
North also spoke out against the 
threats to cut programs and 
teachers. 

"It's like crying wolf all the time. 
People are very suspicious about it,” 
she said. 

While some parents targeted a few 
teachers for being “out of touch 
with reality" and for not doing 
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enough to challenge high achievers 
and make classes less boring, a 
majority said part of the problem is 
lack of support for today's 
educators. 

"If you want to improve the 
situation, get off the teachers’ backs 
and support them," said the angry 
mother of one tenth grader. 

"People think just because they've 
been a student in the classroom they 
know how to be teachers. And they 
don't have a clue," added Gaudreau. 
She said residents don't realize the 
demands placed on teachers, 
demands which range from solving 
emotional problems to being a 
social worker, pediatrician, and 
parent all rolled into one.

"If they're a good teacher, they 
deserve every penny they get,” 
proclaimed Linda Power, who has a 
son at the West. 

The practise of bumping teachers 
from one level to another came in 
for its share of criticism. Some 
parents saw this as demoralizing to 
teachers and unfair to students who 
may be stuck with teachei 1- 
prepared to teach a certain class. 
One mother of two teens at 
Wilmington High claimed many 
teachers are unhappy in their new 
positions and pass their frustrations 
and negative feelings on to the 
students, 

"It's like a vicious circle, a 
snowball effect. Who's getting hurt? 
The children," agreed Power, 

The parents, ticked off other 

problems in the system. Irene 
Hoffman of the North Intermediate 
claimed that "education is not 
valued," especially in the home, and 
as a result, some students have a lack 
of respect for the educational 
system. Power maintained the 
quality of education is dropping and 
more time has to be invested in 
better study skills, college prepa- 
ration, and revamping the whole 
curriculum (This is currently 
underway-Ed.). Others called for 
updated texts and more emphasis on 
grammar, science, and social studies 
in the earlier grades.

Some parents singled out the 
middle schools saying more 
structure and "focus" was needed at 
that level, Some of the parents, who 
also volunteer in the schools, 
pointed to the need for more 
parental involvement to keep kids 
from “falling through the cracks" 
and take the place of volunteers who 
“get burned out." One parent went 
after the "mean-spirited" teachers’ 
union that "grieves everything." 
Also needed, some said, is 
consistency from one grade to the 
next and a change in the tenure 
system. Most adament against 
tenure was Joanne Neale, who 
maintained "nobody's job is there 
for life." 

Almost all of those interviewed 
said they had little to offer by way 
of solution. 

"If | knew the solution I'd be the 
superintendent,” quipped Neale, 

The best way to bring money into 
the system, said the parents, is to

New AIDS curriculum 
guarantees students rights

Under new curriculum guidelines 
for a comprehensive AIDS (Ac- 
quired Immune Deficiency Syn- 
drome) program that was 
developed by the Massachusetts 
Department of Education, students 
infected with the HIV virus are 
guaranteed the right to education as 
well as the right to privacy. 
Wilmington High School nurse 
Norma Rushton informed the 
school committee Wednesday 
students will not be required to 
reveal their illness under the new 


‘policy! However} "she “added; 


j ts may decide to inform the 
yi aE or school physician of 
the presence of AIDS in their 
child. In order to protect. the 
student's rights, she added, the 
nurse or physician must first get 
the written permission of the 
parents before disclosing the 
student's HIV status to other staff 
members. 

Under the new policy, local 
districts are urged to educate 
students at every grade level about 
AIDS and provide students with 
basic information about the dan- 
gers-of the illness and preventive 
measures that can be taken. The 
policy also recommends that 
districts protect the employment of 
staff members who are infected 
with the HIV virus. 

Rushton and Dick DeRosa, 
science department head at the high 
school, both agree with the 
Department of Education that, in 
order to be effective, the 
educational effort has to start at the 
elementary level with the 
cooperation of the parents. While 
Rushton said the educational 
process has already gotten 
underway in Wilmington in the 
past few years, she told this 
paper,"we've got to do more." 

“We need to do more to get the 
parents aware of what their kids 


are doing. We've got to start 
younger, But the frustration is 
we're cutting back now on 
programs, staff..." said Rushton. 

DeRosa told the committee that 
Wilmington has taken the lead in 
educating students and parents 
about AIDS. There have been 
numerous workshops held and, in 
the past three or four years, AIDS 
has been part of the school's health 
curriculum. 

"We're preaching the message to 
the youngsters. I only hope they're 


statistics show that teen pregnancies 
are up 35 percent and 72 percent 
of students are sexually active by 
the time they reach their senior 
year. DeRosa added that the spread 
of sexually transmitted diseases like 


AIDS is “absolutely phenomenal" 
in the United States. 

AIDS in Wilmington is taught as 
part of the Human Sexuality course 
in the upper grades. DeRosa 
stressed that first and foremost 
students are taught to "simply 
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Facts about AIDS 


AIDS may be contracted in 
one of three ways: from blood 
to blood contact as in blood 
transfusions or cuts or needles; 
through an exchange of bodily 
fluids as in sexual relations; and 
from a mother to her unborn 
child through the placenta. 

Victims first contract the HIV 
virus, which begins the brea- 
king down of the body's im- 
mune system, Once the immune 
system starts to break down, the 
body becomes vulnerable to 
certain life- threatening diseases 
such as Tuberculosis and can- 
cer. According to Town Nurse 
Ann FitzGerald, the symptoms 
of AIDS include lymph- 
adenopathy (swelling glands), 
fever, night sweats, weight loss, 


muscle aches, diarrhea, and 
Kaposi's Sarcoma (skin cancer), 

According to the Massachu- 
setts Department of Health, as 
of March 1, 1992, Wilmington 
had six cases of AIDS. This 
figure is comparable to that of 
surrounding towns. Nearby 
Tewksbury has four cases, 
North Reading has four cases, 
and Reading has nine. 

As of February 1, 1992, there 
was a total of 1,812 reported 
cases of AIDS in Boston, 4,753 
in Massachusetts, and 202,843 
in the United States. The above 
information was supplied by the 
February, 1992 AIDS News- 
letter, a publication of the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health.

Letters, hockey funds 
overshadow school budget

A decision of the Wilmington 
School Committee to go with a 
revised 1993 school budget pro- 
‘posed by Supt. William Fay was 
overshadowed last week by an 
exchange of accusations over 
‘several letters and a transfer of 
funds for ice hockey time at the 
Ristuccia Exposition Center, 
~ The board voted four to three to 
go with Fay's Option One budget 
proposal, However, they put in a 
proviso that $10,000 be transferred 
from the special education account 
to the transportation account ‘to 
possibly fund one of two buses 
slated’ to be cut in the revised 
budget. Option One reduces 17.5 
teachers, including three librarians 
and four reading teachers; five 
tutors; and one aide. It also restores 
club advisors, the gifted and 
talented program, and level funds 
coaching positions. One parent took 
the board to task for cutting the 
"formal" health program from 
grades K to six. Also cut will be the 
computer program in the lower 
grades and a full time school 
business/ partnership program. 

A letter from Fay soliciting funds 
from 100 “friends,” including 
school employees, took precedence 
over much of the budget discussion. 
Committeeman Dr. Shirley Callan 
brought the issue up. She questioned 
why Fay, who is a new member of 
the board of directors of the 
Reading YMCA, used school 
department letterhead and postal 
machines to send out letters 
soliciting $10 donations for the Y. 
Chairman Aldo Caira stopped Dr. 
Callan before she could finish 
reading the letter in public saying it 
had nothing to do with the budget. 
«-"Why are you playing detective 
Htonight?" he asked. 

"I have a problem with school 
Mepartment employees soliciting 
ands,” she said. 

When Dr, Callan. insisted on 
finishing the letter, Caira banged his 
gavel several times for her to stop. 
The chairman told her he would not 
allow the issue of "personalities" to 
come up again during the 
discussion, John DeMarco told Dr. 
Callan she was out of order in

pursuing the issue, 

Towards the end of the heated 
meeting, Caira allowed Dr. Callan 
to finish the letter at the insistence 
of some members of the audience 
and allowed the superintendent to 
defend his action, Fay said he had 
joined the board of directors in 
order to help local special needs 
youngsters join in YMCA activities. 
The checks were made payable to 
him, said Fay, then turned over to 
the YMCA in one large check. He 
added he had already reimbursed 
the school department for the 
stamps. 

Tempers also flared when Peggy 
Kane read a letter during the 
correspondance portion of the 
agenda that had been written by she 
and Dr, Callan, The letter to the 
chairman complained about Caira's 
alleged practise of not sharing 
Correspondance with the rest of the 
board. The women argued that 
letters received by the chairman 
are, in reality, public business and 
should not be considered private 
correspondance. They noted they 
had missed the DARE graduation at 
the Woburn Street School because 
the invitation hadn't been shared 
with the board. The letter to Caira 
was copied to the rest of the board 
prior to the meeting. 

In a letter of response, Caira 
claimed the letter merely gave the 
two female members "permission to 
harass" the chairman. He main- 
tained he does share correspondance 
with the board and accused the 
women of politicizing issues, 

"It's time you started dealing with 
issues of substance...and not issues 
of personalities," Caira said, 

Bob Peterson said while he agreed 
with the issue raised in Kane's and 
Callan’s letter, he accepted Caira's 
comments, Peterson questioned why 
it was okay for the women to send 
out letters on school committee 
stationary but not okay for the 
superintendent to do the same. Kane 
replied it was a matter of 
perception. She said she used the 
stationary in her role as com- 
mitteeman and sent it only to the 
rest of the board. DeMarco

cessfully once before and the letters 
in question had nothing to do with 
educating students. 

In a third issue, Dr, Callan asked 
why $6,275 had been taken out of 
the Student Activities Account on 
November 27 to pay for ice time at 
the local rink. She noted the check 
was signed by high school Principal 
Paul Fleming and not by Fay, which 
is the usual practice. 

"Why are we using the student's 
money to pay for ice time?" she 
asked, 

Some members were angered with 
Dr. Callan for bringing up the issue 
without first taking it up with 
Fleming or Athletic Director Jim 
Gillis or having them present to 
defend their action. Dr, Callan 
argued the issue was a public matter 
and should be discussed in public. 

Fay explained that not all of the 
monies in the activities account is 
student related since there were also 
donations placed in the fund. 

"There are absolutely no problems 
or discrepancies in that account,” he 
maintained. 

Business Manager Peter DeRoeve 
explained-because of an error a cash 
flow problem developed and the 
only account that could be tapped 
quickly for the money was the 
activities fund. Normally, the 
money comes from the Athletic 
Revolving Account overseen by the 
Town Accountant. In order not to 
jeopardize ice time, money was 
drawn on the account at the high 
school. 

Dr. Callan noted that she wasn't 
Out to accuse anyone but only to 
seek information about what had 
transpired.

The sequel

Last month we reviewed the 
town's association with MWRA and 
the financial ramifications of that 
association. In Fiscal Year 1993, the 
town will be assessed 1.5 million 
dollars by the MWRA, a staggering 
sum for only 600 residential and 
commercial users, 

What options are there for the 
town to combat the skyrocketing 
costs? Do we shrug our shoulders 
and go with the flow? Plug that 
sewer trunk line? Some may opt to 

withhold payment to the MWRA, 
This would not be successful 
because the state would deduct the 
amount due the MWRA from the 
town's local aid. 

Joining Tewksbury and dischar- 
ging into Lowell's sewage treatment 
on the Merrimack River is not an 
option. Wilmington's sewer pipes 
have all been installed so that they 
drain toward Woburn and subse- 
quently Boston Harbor, It would be 
ludicrous and financially prohibi- 
tive to change the slope of the 
town's entire sewerage system at 
this point in time. 

There has been some talk that 
maybe Wilmington should with- 
draw from the MWRA Sewerage 
District. The Board of Water and 
Sewer Commissioners has also been 
discussing this possibility. Such a 
move would allow the town to have 
complete control over its sewage 
problems. Two major issues are 
involved with such a plan: 1) can the 
town legally secede; and 2) would 
the State and EPA allow the town to 
discharge into one of the streams in 
the area. 

Since Wilmington is the most 
northern community in the District, 
its withdrawal would not adversely 
effect or prohibit any upstream 
community from continuing to 
discharge to Boston Harbor, 

Nae cele Act that estab- 
lished the Sewerage District 
states that the MWRA shall provide

Dear Larz: 

Behind every successful 
organization is a core group of 
volunteers who contribute a great 
deal of their time, effort and.

ties in the District. To withdraw 
would require special legislation. 
The MWRA can be expected to 
lobby against this legislation 
because it would establish a 
precedent for other communities. 

Assuming the legal and legislative 
issues can be resolved, the technical 
feasibility of an in-town treatment 
facility needs to be addressed. Be- 
cause of hydraulics, any proposed 
treatment plant would have to be 
located near the lowest point of the 
system, which is at the Wobum line. 
The treated effluent could be 
discharged into either the Aberjona 
River in Woburn or Maple Meadow 

Brook, which is a tributary to the 

Ipswich River, Extensive treatment 

would be required because of the 
good quality of the water in both 

streams. The town would need a 
discharge permit from the DEP and 

EPA. To obtain this permit, the 
Town would have to prove that 
there is no less environmentally 
damaging alternative site. This 
might prove difficult given that 
Boston harbor is available via the 
MWRA. 

Since cost is the motivating force 
in looking at alternatives to the 
MWRA, it needs to be considered in 
evaluating a town-owned treatment 
plant. ‘The town's assessment of $1.5 
million for Fiscal Year 1993 could 
conceivably cover the 20-year debt 
service for a plant that would treat 
the current users and have sufficient 
capacity for half of the population. 
Operation and maintenance costs 
would add another $250,000 
annually, 

There are many hurdles to over- 
come if Wilmington is to separate 
from the MWRA. However, it 
might be time for the town to study 
the feasibility of such a move. If 
nothing else, t the MWRA's 
attention and ‘act as leverage 
in forcitig® #6 Change the 
assessment formula that now 
severely penalizes Wilmington.

WHS alumnus elected to 


Academy of Engineering 


Dr. Roger P. Kambour, WHS 
Class of 1950, a scientist at the GE 
Research and Development Center 
in Schenectady, N.Y. has been 
elected a member of the National 
Academy of Engineering. 

Election to the Academy is among 
the highest professional distinctions 
awarded in the broad fields of 
engineering, engineering science, 
and technology. Only 79 U.S. 
scientists were inducted this year 
Academy membership honors those 
who have made "important 
contributions to engineering theory 
and practice, including significant 
contributions to the literature of 
enginecring theory and practice," 
or those who have demonstrated 
“unusual accomplishment in new 
and developing fields of 
technology.” 

A chemist at the R&D Center since 
1960, Dr. Kambour was elected to 
the NAE for "pioneering 
investigations of the structure of 
crazes in glassy polymers and 
discovery of their importance in 
polymer fracture.” 

In the 1960s and early 70s, Dr. 
Kambour laid much of the 
foundation for today's under- 
standing of the mechanisms by 
which plastics deform and crack 
under stress, as well as the 
dependence of these processes on 
the molecular structure and physical 


properties of these materials. He 
also developed methods by which 
the crazing and cracking of a 
particular polymer by an 
environment could be predicted. 
These methods are in widespread 
use by engineers around the world 
in designing against environ- 
ment-assisted cracking of 
engineering plastics. 

Moreover, he advanced the 
understanding of the molecular 
origins of the driving forces that 


allow certain polymers to be mixed 
intimately with cach other. This 
research is helping chemists to 
produce new plastic blends with 
novel properties, 

In 1979, he received the GE R&D 
Center's highest award - the 


Coolidge Fellowship for his | 


outstanding and sustained contribu- 
tions to scientific research and 
development. Six years later, his 
pioneering research efforts and 
Contributions to the understanding 
of crazing in polymers earned him 
the High Polymer Physics Prize 
from the American Physical 
Society. 

A native of Wilmington, Dr. 
Kambour earned his BA degree in 
chemistry from Amherst College 
and his Ph.D. in the same discipline 
from UNH. 

Dr. Kambour is a fellow of the 
American Physical Society, and a 
member of the American Chemical 
Society, and has been on the 
University of Conn's Advisory 
Board of the Polymer Science 
Program since 1988. Author or 
co-author of more than 85 technical 
Papers, his “Mechanisms of 
Fracture in Glassy Polymers" won 
him the American Chemical 
Society's Union Carbide Chemicals 
Award in 1968.

dies." They can place a lien on the’ 
house without a specified family 
member living in the house. The 
lien will prohibit the sale or transfer 
of the house without the permission 
of the Welfare Department while 
the elder person in the nursing 
home is still alive. After the death of 
the Medicaid client the home must 
be sold and the proceeds paid to the 
Department of Welfare to 
reimburse for the payments the 
department made to the nursing 
home. But the person in the nursing 
home can return to their house at 
any time they feel they can be cared 
for in their own home. That does 
not change the Welfare Depart- 
ment's position. When the nursing 
home Medicaid client dies all the 
payments made to the nursing home 
while he/she was being cared for 
there, paid by the Welfare 
Department, will have to be paid 
back after the sale of the home.

earmark =funids specifically for 
education. Many agreed with the 
school committee's action to go 
back to all bargaining units and 
negotiate lower salaries for the year 
ahead.

Defacing Property - signs 

SECTION 4. Except as in 
accordance with the provisions of 
the zoning-bylaws of the Towa of 
Wilmington, no person shall in any 
manner affix posters orsigns or 
advertisements, whether for 
political purposes or for other 
purposes, upon town property, real 
or personal, or upon the poles and 
other equipment of utilities located 
within the limits of town ways. 

Temporary political signs are 
hereby restricted in size to six (6) 
square fect of surface area, One sign 
may be mounted only opon 
propertly registred and insured 
motor vehicles, or one free standing 
sign of the same size may be placed 
on private property not less than 25 
feet from the edge of the nearest 
paved roadway. Signs may not be 
exhibited more than 45 days prior 
to election and must be removed 
within three days after the election.

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Home-grown bait works great (but what's a Banded Killifish?) 


by Bill Conlon 

Geez. Get out your trusty baitfish 
identification guide for this one. 

©» To limit the importation of non- 
native baitfish, and prevent damage 
to our native baitfish stocks, there 
have been changes made to the state 
laws governing live bait. 

As you should know, any licensed 
{Massachusetts angler may take bait- 

; fish for private use, under the laws 
as stated in the fishing rules given 
in your synopsis. Taking your own 
bait is fun, and the baitfish you take 
are little short of magic. 

I've used "pond shiners" every so 
often for as bait, and the little gems 
are dynamite! One hot afternoon a 
few summers ago I went through at 
least five dozen pond shiners, and I 
‘. swear not a single one ever reached 

bottom. With a small hook through 


the lips and a splitshot to carry the 
package down, there were lines of 
bass, pickerel, perch and bluegills 
waiting to blast the little minnows 
into oblivion. Bam, bam, bam! 

Yes, I've heard all the arguments 
for using only artificial lures, since 
fish swallow live bait deeply, at the 
risk of injury. But fishing live bait 
is extremely productive, especially 
if you're fishing for the-pot: When. 
I want fish for the table, such as the 
annual spring crappie run that gets 
underway soon, I'm not shy about 
using live bait. Whatever works. 

Unfortunately, I may have to trim 
my use of pond shiners, because | 
have no idea what their species is! 

Wilmington's Silver Lake, by the 
by, has a great population of pond 
shiners. The sandy shallows are just

fish. You may legally use a net up 
to six feet in diameter, or a minnow 
trap with an opening no more than 
one inch diameter. 

Other “bait factories” in this area 
are the Merrimack and Concord 
Rivers, Lots of baitfish species. 

When I catch pond shiners I use a 
hand net, by choice. But instead of 
throwing the net, like you'd see on 
a National Geographic video out of 
}.enya, I instead lay the net flat in 
shallow water, chase the minnows 
into the strike zone, then haul up 
the net. It_ works. For best results, 
however, bfing your kids along. 
The younger the kids, the greater 
their enthusiasm for chasing little 
fish around the shallows. 

As for a net, I usé an old curtain, 
Not fancy, but it works. The prime 


consideration is the size of the holes 
in the fabric, Tiny pinholes make 
the net difficult to lift through the 
water, while holes too big lets your 
prey slip through. 

But, the state is concerned about 
illegal aliens in the minnow bucket, 
so the laws have been changed. As 
of April, there are revised laws in 
effect. 

The following six species may be 
imported for use as baitfish, or can 
be taken commercially by licensed 
anglers with a valid Shiner Permit: 
Golden Shiner, White Sucker, Fall- 
fish, Mummichog, Emerald Shiner 
and Spottail Shiner, I've got all the 
Latin names here, if you need ‘em. 

It takes a nature book, with color 
illustrations, to tell these little fish 
apart, Even then, each subspecies

may look radically different, such 
as a half dozen different species of 
killifish, and it wouldn't serve your 
Purposes to take an illegal species, 

For example, taking Sticklebacks 
is prohibited in inland waters under 
the new rules, and the Rudd (huh?) 
has been placed on the non-exempt 
list of aquarium trade fish, If you 
can't tell the players, best stay out 
of the ballpark before the umpires 
catch you with the wrong fish, 

The list of baitfish which can be 
taken and used by any angler is a bit 
longer than the six fish listed above, 
and it includes a few celebrities, 

Any licensed angler may take and 
use the above six species for bait, 
plus the Banded Killifish, Rainbow 
Smelt and Creek Chubsucker, and 
our own Yellow Perch, Pumpkin-

Personally, I couldn't you tell the 
difference between a Banded Killi- 
fish and a Creek Chubsucker if you 
put them side-by-side on a dinner 
plate, with cole slaw, 

Unfortunately, the state's press 
release also fails to describe each of 
the little fish in detail, so you're on 
your own figuring out what Pond 
Shiners are.

from an outdoor well each morning 
by the first to arise, and it was 
heated atop an old green and black 
stove whose wicks had to first be 
soaked in oil before lighting. 

The "camp" had two bedrooms, 
neither with a door. Only a long, 
green curtain separated these 
sleeping areas from the adjoining 
rooms, The porch was fairly large, 
and because three and four families 
shared the camp during the summer 
months, it was not unusual to find 
more than 10 cousins asleep on its 
floor on any given summer night. 

Today, living without plumbing 
and running water might seem 
primitive at best, but back then this 
was summer as we knew it, and 
giving up a few of the essentials for 
a couple of months of pleasure was 
an expected and accepted way of 
summer living. At least it was for 
the kids, I haven't yet been able to 
shake a parent, an aunt, or an uncle 
from the family tree who will nod a 
head in agreement. 

My early years in Wilmington 
were confined mostly to King Street 
and the areas immediately surround 
the "camp." The Ahearns, the 
Munroes, the Colemans, the 
Beatons, the Lewises, the Carneys, 
the McCabes, and the Browns were 
some of our neighbors. As a 
youngster, the daily walks to Silver 
Lake and Moxie Beach were always 
highlighted by a visit to Tattersall's 
for a mouth watering five cent ice 
cream cone. Jimmies were optional 
and free. 

Because of work, Dad wasn't 
around much during the week, but 
when vacation time allowed him to 
be with us, he would ride me on the 
crossbar of a bicycle each morning 
to pick up the daily newspaper at 
Tat's. Certain parts of my brain still 
register pain when I recall a small 
foot being caught in the spokes of a 
moving bicycle while negotiating 
the narrow Glen Road. 

Fishing at Silver Lake was a 
passion with me, and when Dad 
could afford the 50 cents per hour 
to rent a rowboat at McQuaid’s Boat 
House, he would take me. 
Otherwise, the "rocks" across from 
Thompson's Market on the main 
road were the best place from which 
to cast a line, 

As my wings began to spread, an 
my summer world opened the doors 
which led to places beyond King 
Street, I began to find and enjoy 
more of Wilmington. Our summers 
usually began sometime around the 
Fourth of July when a carnival 
always visited Thompson's Grove. 
The carnival was a great attraction, 
but it temporarily covered our ball 
field, making it both convenient and 
inconvenient at the same time. 

St. Dorothy's Catholic Church 
now sits atop our old baseball 
diamond. The third base line ran 
parallel with the main road (Route 
38), and the Barry home, now St. 
Dorothy's Rectory, was somewhere 
beyond center field. We all played 
ball thee, Richie, Ronnie, Chuck, 
Herbie, Johnny, Paul, Gerry, and so 
many others. When the final out was 
recorded, we would cross the street 
to the Wilmington Diner, drink 
Coca Cola from a tall, cold, green

old Wurlitzer. Each booth at the 
Wilmington Diner had one of those 
multi-paged jukebox selectors 
which allowed one to play a song 
for a nickel or six for a quarter. Just 
insert the coin, and press the 
buttons. Quite coincidentally, my 
good friend John Bonfilio, now 
owns and operates the comfortable 
breakfast and lunch restaurant 
where the Wilmington Diner once 
stood. 

After quenching a thirst at the 
diner, it was off to the lake for a 
refreshing dip. Even though Baby 
Beach was the first we would 
encounter as we cut behind Tat's 
from the main road to Grove 
Avenue, it was only natural that we 
moved on to Moxie Beach. Richie's 
family owned the house adjacent to 
that small stretch of sand. Today the 
home no longer stands where it once 
did, and a certain emptiness touched 
me as I discovered this for the first 
time on a recent trip along Grove 
Avenue. 

From Moxie we would often walk 
out around a chain link fence which 
separated the Town Beach from 
Danger Beach. Paul's family owned 
the house just‘on the other side of 
the fence from the Town Beach, and 
it was here, in the early 50s, where I 
watched on an old black and white 
television set, Mel Parnell spin a no 
hitter for the Boston Red Sox. 

"Scratch" was the life guard at the 
Town Beach, and back then he 
seemed to be eight feet tall. 
Although our reasons for traveling 
beyond the Town Beach were few, 
the rare trips which took us by 
Paul's house led us to Bloodsucker 
Beach. After Bloodsucker, and all 


along the Lake Street side of the 
Lake there were no officiaHy named 
swimming areas other than the Flag 
Pole, The Flag Pole is significant 
because this was a swimmer's 
destination when he would leave 
Moxie Beach to "swim the lake." 

By the time I was 12, Little 
League Baseball had arrived at 
Wilmington, and because it had not 
yet reached my hometown of 
Charlestown, I looked forward to 
that summer as I had no other. 
When I arrived "Butch" was the 
home run king, and it seemed 
everybody was talking about him.

Early homes of the Butters family 


by Capt. Larz Neilson 

Two former Garrison Houses still 
exist in Wilmington, but without the 
projecting second story whiclr 
named them over two and a half 
centuries ago. 

Former homes of the Butters 
Family of Wilmington, they are 
located on Chestnut Street near the 
end of Butters Row. A copy of a 
survey the only copy known to 
exist, is in Miss Swain's Notebook, 
in Wilmington Memorial Library. 
Both homes are near the site of the 
original Butters Apple tree, later 
known as the Baldwin Apple. 

The map and pictures with this 
story shows three homes. There 
were three homes near the original 
tree, all constructed by members of 
the Butters family. 

Cyrus Thompson, member of a 
well known Puritan family, drew a 
map in 1856 showing the site, the 
three homes, and Chestnut Street in 
Wilmington from the Woburn line 
to Butters Row. He was a capable 
surveyor, and conducted other 
businesses as well. 

It may have been Cyrus, or it may 
have been his second cousin, the 
Rey. Leander Thompson, or 
possibly some other member of the 
Thompson family who drew the 
pictures of the three homes. 

A "returned missionary from the 
east,” the Rev, Leander graduated 
from the Andover Theological 
Seminary in 1838. Many of the 
graduates of that seminary became 
missionaries to what is now 
Lebanon, and helped to establish the 
American College in that country. 

Leander was appointed a 
missionary in 1839. He served a 
total of four years in Beirut and the 
Holy Land (now Israel), He 
returned home to become pastor of 
churches in Merrimac (four years) 
and Wolfeboro (five years), in New 
Hampshire. 

Then, because he suffered a partial 
loss of voice he returned to North 
Woburn, but never served as pastor 
of the North Woburn church. He 
did serve as a trustee and member of 
the Rumford Historical Association. 

The Rev. Leander Thompson took 
interest in what his family called the 
“Thompson Apple." It was also the 
Butters Apple, and lastly the 
Baldwin Apple. Colonel Baldwin, 
one of those who started the 
Middlesex Canal, had four acres of 
apple trees in North Woburn, with 
every tree bearing grafted scions of 
the then termed Baldwin Apple. 

Someone, Cyrus or the Rev. 
Leander, or someone else drew the 
pictures in 1856 of the three first 
homes in the Butters family. They 
were historic homes. 

That numbered No. 3 in the 
pictures was the original home of 
William Butter. As far as this writer 
knows, it is the only picture of that 
home, and which was constructed 
sometime between 1661 and 1665. 


Butter was a Scot, one of the men 


who, in 1651 took up arms for bie 


Prince Charles, son of the executed 
King Charles I of England. Prince 
Charles was later to become King 
Charles II of England. 

The Scots were fighting against 
Oliver Cromwell, who bore the 
title: Lord Protector of England. 
The soldiers Cromwell led were 
Puritans, called "Roundheads.” 
Cromwell never lost a battle. 

In the Battle of Dunbar, near 
Edinburgh in Eastern Scotland 
Cromwell captured, it is reported, 
10,000 Scots. The prisoners were 
marched to England. Later 500 


were sent to Massachusetts, 500 to 


Virginia and others to Barbados. 

There seems to be no Woburn 
record of this, but it was in Woburn 
that William Butter eventually had 
his freedom. 

He settled across 
End” (the Maple Meadow Brook in 
Wilmington) and acquired, 
eventually 100 acres along the 
Maple Meadow Brook. It would 
seem, but this writer knows of no 
proof that William Butter owned 

ethe -mill, at the Wilmington/

Burlington line later known as © 


Clapp's Mill. Nor is there any proof 
to the contrary of which this writer 
knows. 

William Butter served as a soldier 
from Woburn, in King Philip's 
War. 

The home of Will Butter, shown 
as No, 3 on the chart was in 1856 the 
home of Solon Johnson. An error in 


the 1856 map also says that it was fi 


the home of James Butters. 

James (Jimmy) Butters lived in a 
home about a quarter of a mile 
westerly on Mill Road. There is a 
picture of that home on exhibit in 
the Harnden Tavern. 

In the late 1890s the Jimmy 
Butters place was the Kincaid home, 
Mr. Kincaid was a retired jeweler, 
His daughter, Nina, was she who 
became Mrs. Herbert Barrows in 
the early 1900s. 

Solon Johnson, he who lived in the 
original Will Butter home died in 
1894, at the age of 89. He seems to 
have lived in that home since 1844. 

There is a story that Solon Johnson 
committed suicide by going out onto 
Chestnut Street and cating stones 
until he died, This writer does not 
accept it. 

William Butter (or Butters) 2nd, 
the son of Will Butter built the 
home labeled No. 1 on the chart. 
Because of King Philip's War it was 
constructed as a garrison house 
when built in 1681, today 165 
Chestnut Street. Now the home of 
the Emery family, it is the second 
oldest home in Wilmington. 

Another garrison home, called 
No. 2 on the chart, was the home of 
Samuel Butters, son of William 2nd. 
It was constructed eight years after 
the Harnden Massacre, in the year 
1712,

Butters Apple tree. 

The site of the home of Lorenzo 
Butters is shown, on the street 
which is today Butters Row. 
Lorenzo lived near the Middlesex

Canal, At the time this map was 
drawn there was a 16-year-old son 
in the home, Theodore.

The performance will take 
place in the Fellowship Hall of the 
Tewksbury United Methodist 
Church, 

According to Salamone, it is all 
part of the plan, “I don’t want to 
teach them two many dance steps. 
I want to give them confidence, 

“Thats what we try to to teach 
them: confidence and poise and 
good American speech.” 

According to Salamone, the 
youths may not win acting awards 
but the extra confidence they get 
from doing the shows helps them 
with their academic achievements. 

Salamone notes that all the 
productions put on by the compa- 
ny are just a little bit different 
than what scripted, 

In Cinderella the simple dance 
steps are set to music from such 
Broadway shows ‘as “Little 
Abner”, “Gigi” and others, Thus 
he is able to expose his students to 
other forms of music instead of 
just rock and roll.

According to the “Transcript,” 
dip containers are being found in 
town; local teens know what it is, 
even if their parents have never 
heard of it; and dip is highly toxic 
as well as addictive.
